We have 
heretofore had a great deal to say in thése 
columns regarding the conditions under 
which the export flour trade of this coun- 
try -exists, or rather the disadvantages 
under which it struggles to exist, and we 
expect to say even more in the future on 
this subject than we have in the past. 
We intend to-continue talking about the 
iniquitous, one-sided, absurd, and anti- 
quated ocean, bill of lading which we are 
forced to use, and the shameful, short- 

ighted, unbusinesslike and unfair prac- 
tives of the steamship lines which we are 
obliged to put up with, until the former 
is amended and the latter come to an 
end; until American millers cease to act 
like dumb, driven cattle and make a de- 
termined effort to help build up their 
ewn trade and to move heaven and earth 
rather than sibmit longer to a system 
which is contrary to all the laws of fair 
trade and niore te ale op to the com- 
merce of the middle ages than to that of 
the present enlightened century.

We desire to draw your 
attention to the enclosed copiesof letters 
we have just received, the one from 
Messrs, Allan, regarding delay in transit 
of several lots of flour from yourity, 
the other from the railroads as to dam- 
age sustained by portions of several lots 
previous to shipment at seaboard. Both 
go to show how the trade between our 
respective centers is handicapped and 
how each scouts the idea of responsibil- 
ity.. In fact, the letter of the last-named 
states bluntly in plain English what has 
in reality been almost invariably the 
case, though not so understood on 
this side, that flour in export. sacks is 
only taken at “owner’s risk.” If such is 
the law or custom on your side the soon- 
er and the more widely this is known on 
this side the better, so that importers 
may know that they pay hard cash for.a 
por vnlegs document called a bill of lad- 
ing, and so far asthe safe and speedy 
delivery of the goods which it is supposed 
to cover is concerned, it might as well 
have no existence. In buying American 
flour the business view is that of realiz- 
ing a profit, but this is an exploded idea 
and nothing remains sure to the British 
buyer but the thought that he has the 
pleasureof working entirely for the good 
of the American millers, railroads and 
transport companies. 

On the arrival of nearly,every steamer 
the importer receives a notice that so 
many sacks had been damaged previous 
to shi nt, or that “so many sacks have

To show the contrast in dispatch be- 
tween breadstuffs and provisions, the 
latter can be calculated: to arrive ina 
period not exceeding three weeks from 
the interior, the former in no definite 
time from one month up to three, four 
or five months. Till a reasonable period 
is fixed for shipment at seaboard, re- 
sponsibility for damage and through bills 
of lading signed jointly and severally, the 
American miller is placed at a disadvan- 
tage, and the importer on this side will 
have to continue importing at his peril. 
The Hungarian miller acts very differ- 
ently and protects his own intérests by 
protecting his buyers; but with the sin- 
gle exception of yournumerous and able 
articles on this subject our American 
cousin seems to ignore this important 
factor in building up and retaining his 
trade with his best customers...

Dear Sirs: We have yours of 21st inst. 
We must regret that you should be ex- 
periencing any ineonvenience in connec- 
tion with deliveries by our steamers and 
we shall enquire into your complaints, 
but of this you may rest assured, that 
rates of freight have nothing whatever 
to do with the irregularities of shipments. 
Our experience, indeed, almost invari- 
ably is that delays in shipment arise 
from goods not arriving at the seaboard 
at the time arranged, so that they can 
not be shipped in the steamers for which 
they were intended, with the result that 
these steamers have to sail short of the 
cargo or to replace it at a disadvantage 
on short notice. The delayed cargo, too, 
coming forward late, disorganizes the 
shipments by subsequent steamers, for 
which full cargoes have to be provided, 
on the assumption that those for eg 7 
ous steamers will be duly shipped.

The assignees, 
Messrs. R. H. Emerson and Z. C. Eldred, 
filed a bond for $750,000, with W. D. 
Thompson, Gen. W. H. Withington and 
W. M. Thompson as sureties. The ap- 
praisers were W. B. Webb, A. F. Daw- 
son, W. A. Reynolds and W. H. Dickey.

An order had been re- 
ceived from the court for a sale of the 
property, and within 60 days they would 
advertise and give 20 days’ notice of such 
sale in compliance with the statute. If 
at the sale 50 per cent of the appraised 
valuation was not bid, the sale would be 
withdrawn and another order for a sale 
obtained from the court giving 20 days’ 
notice. At that sale the property would 
be disposed of to the highest bidder—in 
other words, it would be peremptory. 
The proceedings of such sale would be 
turned into court, the property trans- 
ferred to the purchaser by the assignees, 
such action be confirmed by the court 
and an order issued discharging the as- 
signees. “There will be no failures re- 
sulting from the purifier troubles and in 
90 days the plant will be running on full 
time with a larger force of men than it 
ever employed,” concluded the assignee. 

A later issue of the Citizen than that 
from which the matter quoted above was 
taken, reports that the Preston National 
bank is dissatisfied with the appraisal of 
the property ana will ask for an injunc- 
tion or the appointment of a receiver. A 
number of attorneys representing the 
bank have been in Jackson, busily engaged 
in looking matters over, but no decision 
as to the future course of the bank has 
as yet been announced. The Citizen con- 
cludes that “there is no doubt that the 
attorneys for the Preston bank will ask 
for a receiver, and also that the purifier 
company will contest the payment of the 
bank’s claim for $85,000, which claim was 
obligated by Geo. T. Smith and which 
precipitated the assignment.” 

The question of the ownership of the 
patents under which the Smith company 
has been working has been often brought 
up in the public discussion of the failure. 
It is concluded by the local press that 
all the patents, original and acquired, 
must be in the hands of the Consolidat- 
ed Purifier Co., to which they were trans- 
ferred for purposes of convenience .in

He also alleges that at 
the time of the reorganization of the 
purifier company, Messrs. Emerson, 
Peck and Thompson were associated to- 
gether as stockholders in the Knicker- 
bocker company, a rival manufacturing 
concern, and that their interest therein 
was prejudicial to the purifier company. 
He asserts that on Jan. 14, 1890, a meet- 
ing of the. board of. directors was held, 
at which it was voted to assign the prop- 
erty for the benefit of creditors, in 
which action he took no part, but as an 
officer of the company, under the resolu- 
tion adopted, signed the articles of as- 
signment. He also indulges in high- 
ly dramatic charges, attacking the in- 
tegrity of several gentlemen who 
have always stood high in Jackson. 
Upon information and belief he assails 
the inventory filed by the assignees and 
points out several items which he de- 
clares are grossly underestimated. The 
real-estate is stated to be worth $1,000,- 
000 nominally, and after allowing for any 
and all shrinkage, he places the net value 
at not less than $900,000.

E. Perry secretary and 
The secretary’s report indi- 
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MINNEAPOLIS, Jan, 29. 


The operations of the Minneapolis 
mills last week did not pan out quite as 
well as they gave indications of doing on 
Wednesday, the figures being about 
equal to those of the week before. The 
aggregate output of the week was 117,- 
740 bbls—averaging 19,623. bbls daily— 
against 118,930 bbls the preceding week 
and 84,100 for the corresponding time in 
1889. The depression in the flour mar- 
ket is not without its effect upon the 
mills, there being a tendency all the time 
to reduce the production. Two of 3,000 
bbls capacity which ran last week are 
inactive now. This makes 11 mills out 
of a total of 22 that are idle. Fiveof 
the number have steam power and until 
lately have been “steady runners,” pro- 
ducing about 7,500 bbls daily. On the 
basis of today’s operations the daily out- 
put will not be far from 16,500 bbls. The 
water power is still rather fickle, rising 
and falling without apparent reason, 
and with mild weather ice has oc- 
casioned more or less trouble. There 
are seven mills using water in whole or 
in part, though four of these are of the 
smallest class. The greater number of 
millers still continue to complain of busi- 
ness being extremely dull with the 
amount of flour sold smaller than their 
output. One large firm reported sales 
for the week in excess of manufacture, 
but some low grades which had been al- 
lowed to accumulate entered into 
the calculation. Two other concerns 
were today found which had effected 
quite free sales, though one of them is 
storing and consigning considerable of 
its product. Difficulty is found in dis- 
posing of all the patent flour made, and 
some of it is being placed in store at West 
Superior to await the opening of naviga- 
tion. Quite a number of the heaviest 
firms, however, prefer to shut down 
when getting out of orders and are car- 
rying out this policy. The opinion pre- 
dominates among the fraternity that 
wheat is too high at present prices and 
must come down before there will be a 
demand for the flour. The export trade 
is very light, with foreigners offering 
about 6d lower prices than will be ac- 
cepted. The direct exports for the week 
were 36,630 bbls, against 55,515 bbls the 
week before. London quotations for 280 
lbs c. i. f. are: Patents, 30s 9d to 31s 3d;

E. C. Hughes, one of the electricians — 
of the Pillsbury A mill, has lately been 
experimenting with the heating capac- 
ity of electricity, and has demonstrated 
that almost any degree can be produced 
with comparative ease. At the sugges- 
tion of Wm. Bradley, the flour analyist, 
he has gotten up an oven for baking and 
testing gluten which is a great success. 
The gluten is placed in a cylindrical 
brass case about an inch in diameter, 
which in turn is placed in the oven, the 
latter also being cylindrical in form, and 
under a heat of about 500 degrees, the 
gluten is baked in about 12 minutes. 
The test of the gluten lies mainly in the 
height to which it will rise. The oven is 
very simply made, consisting of a cylin- 
der of tin, about five inches in diameter, 
and perhaps a third deeper. Around 
this the wire through which the current 
passes is wrapped. A heat of 680 de- 
grees is very easily attained, this being 
the limit to which the thermometer 
used will indicate. Mr. Bradley for 
a time used for testing gluten some 
apparatus obtained from London, but 
the electrical oven is very superior to it. 
Mr. Hughes has designed and applied for 
a patent on an electrical heater for a 
glue-pot, doing away with much danger 
attending the use of lamps for this pur- 
pose, and it is pronounced very success- 
ful.

Ocean freight engagements this week 
have been for about 80,000 sacks of 
flour for the United Kingdom, chiefly 
16s 34@21s 3d according to ports, but 
largely to Liverpool at 17s ‘6d, and 20s 
and 21s 3d to London and Glasgow. 
This has been by all the ports and is re- 
ported to be largely consigned flour 
from the west and shipments here 
through February. Three hundred and 
twenty thousand bus wheat and 360,000 
bus oats have been taken to end of Feb- 
ruary and 750,000 corn into ‘March.

The flour market here is still without 
life, with business only of a hand-to- 
mouth nature. No weakness is noticea- 
ble, however, and agents are getting full 
prices as buyers are in need of supplies. 
The fact isas apparent now#sit has been 
for several months back, that no one has 
any disposition to buy except ‘as forced 
to have the goods for immediate \ use. 
Consumption is going on just the same, 
but when a buyer can purchase enough 
goods one day to last him. several weeks, 
it can be seen that agents "have time 
enough on their hands to Jook for new 
business, after filling all of their custom- 
ers up. Whenafew men had the full 
oot of the New England market, they 
could keep busy and dictate terms, but 
at present every mill of importance has 
a representative here, and where the 
plum is so well divided each one can ex- 
pect only a-small bite. There is no 
speculative feeling apparent, and where 
a buyer will take what he ‘needs at the 
regular rate, it would take liberal conces- 
sions to induce any general stocking up. 
Buyers appear to view the situation with 
complacency, and while they look for no 
great falling off in val they expect 
no marked advance. By ing the mar- 
ket as they find it, and buying as the 
need flour to keep their trade Sunalied, 
they are able to make a fair profit and 
do a steady business. To induce specu- 
lation, the general market must show 
snap and life, and the situation has been 
o ceed of aad that there is nothing to 
course, ‘There is no doubt but the mar- 
ket is in a more healthy state today than 
it has been for many years, and even the 
most ine boomer can not but ad- 








it | mit that itis better to haVe business run 


quiet and steady than it is to work up a 


boom and inflate prices beyond a point 
where they will stay and then experience 
the depression that is bound to follow. 
The usual amount of flour is being con- 


sumed, and a market for the surplus is 


found in Europe, which is all that can 
‘be asked. Millers are able to make a 
profit, or at least they should be, and thé 
question of whether they are or not lies 
with themselves, as they have only their 
own competition to operate against. 
The east will not buy more than it wants, 
but it will buy all that it needs and pay 
for it, so it is hard to see where anything 
very unfavorable comes in. 

On ’change conditions are steady, and 
enough business is being done to make it 
appear that it is not all depression. 
When buyers get about ready to operate 
they begin to make inquiries and bid a 
little under, and the fact that they can 
get no concessions shows the steady feel- 
ing that prevails. Bids of within 5c of 
the mills’ views have been repeatedly re- 
fused this week for a few cars, and even 
the quiet demand that prevails does not 


cause any weakness. The colder weath- _ 


er prevailing the past few days has done 
much to suppress the “la grippe” epi- 
demic, and this has a tendency to im- 

rove the businessoutlook. The epidemic 

as had considerable influence on the 
market, and has done much toward un- 
settling trade. The country trade con- 
tinues quiet with no new features, the 
demand being still confined to the actual 
daily necessities of buyers.

The Salina county (Mo.) farmers will 
send in a complaint to the attorney gen- 
eral because the elevator men do not 
properly inspect their grain. 

Following upon the erection of the 
large elevator of Morrissey Bros., says 
the Journal, of Lincoln, Neb., John F. 
Harris & Co. are building another large 
elevator on west J street, which they in- 
tend to use as a storage house for grain 
shipped in from smaller elevators in oth- 
er parts of the state. It will be com- 
pleted within the next six months. 

New York elevator owners, represent- 
ing an investment of about $25,000,000, 
are bitterly opposing a bil! introduced in 
the state senate which provides that be- 
fore May the superintendent of public 
works may be authorized to construct 
six floating grain elevators, two to be at 
Buffalo to transfer grain to canal-boats, 
and four in New York harbor to transfer 
grain from the canal-boats to warehouses 
and from the warehouses to foreign and 
other vessels, at a charge of not more 
than 44c-per bu, to be paid by the owner 
or consignees of the grain.

The movement of hard wheat con- 
tinues remarkably rapid, considering 
the state of the trade.. By another week 
the amount in store will hardly exceed 
that of last year. The unusual amount 
of decrease, which is more than twice 
last wihter’s average, is due largely to 
the fact that New York millers have con- 
siderable here and are drawing on it, 
while last winter they had none here 
and even sold some in New York for re- 
shipment here. But Buffalo went a 
little wild on hard wheat a year ago, 
which accounts mainly for the indiffer- 
énce at the rapid decrease now. The 
prices of No. 1 hard, No. 1 northern and 
No. 2 northern have been kept for an- 
other week at Q1lc, 88igc and 85léc. 
Offers of 92cfor May delivery of No.1 hard 
have been reported with no takers. One 
dealer sold 25,000 bus of cut No. 1 nor- 
thern for export to Glasgow, Scotland, 
at a regularly reduced rate. The flat 
rate for this wheat seems very much 
more like a living price than the 44c 
over Chicago May that was charged for 
old crop a year ago. May wheat has 
sold lower here this week than at any 
time before since last year. There is in 
store here this week 2,735,316 bus wheat, 
180,305 bus corn and 15,617 bus oats, 
against 2,850,327 bus wheat, 190,587 bus 
corn and 18,799 bus oats last week and 
3,385,121 bus wheat, 334,482 bus corn and 
44,268 bus oats last year. Of- this there 
is 2,245,659 bus Duluth wheat, which has 
decreased 129,705 bus in a week. This 
leaves only 489,657 bus winter wheat in 
store. Grain Inspector Ball reports the 
arrival of 29 cars winter wheat, 137 cars 
corn, 35 cars oats and 5 cars rye during 
the week and the shipment of 157 cars 
spring and 10 cars winter wheat, 10 cars 
corn and 1 car oats.

This week the attention of local mill- 
ers has been centered in the same sub- 
ject as last week—the suit of Jos. H. 
Pool against the Vacuum Oil Co. The 
case consumed about ten days of the 
circuit court’s time, the jury receiving 
the case and returning a verdict yester- 
day. Many of the millers spent their 
time in court during the-week, being sub- 
poenaed as witnesses. Several are espe- 
ers & interested, as their cases, yet to be 
tried, are based on the same grounds as 
this one, growing out of the same acci- 
dent. The result of the trial is gratify- 
ing to the millers, the verdict being fair 
and reasonable, which is all they expect. 
The charge to the jury by Justice Rum- 
sey was able and is regarded as impartial. 
The court informed the jury that if it 
decided the defendant’s servants to have 
been guilty of negligence, which brought 
about the escape of naphtha from the 
defendant’s pipe line into the city sew- 
ers, causing the disastrous explosion, 
then the amount of damages must be se- 
riously considered. The evidence as to 
the value of the. mill, machinery and 
stock, said the court, must be carefull 
weighed. As to profits, the judge onid, 
Mr. Pool was entitled to recover from the 
date of the accident, Dec. 21, 1887, to 
May 30, 1888, if at all. The interest on 
the account for damages, if any be 
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ever returned at a circuit court in 

tis comaay. The decision can not fail 
to affect materially the other suits. It 
is sup that the defendant will ap- 
1, though no notice of appeal has yet 

n made. The general opinion is that 

an appeal will not benefit the oil compa- 
ny.. J. A, Hinds & Co.’s suit against the 
company for $50,000 damages for the de- 
struction of their mill is next on the 
calendar and will be taken up next week. 

There is no change of importance in 
the market.. The mills are running with 
tolerable regularity and the orders come 
in quite surely though slowly. Prices 
are practically unchanged, though it is 
said slight concessions are sometimes 
made on large orders. 

It is expected that if the Rochester 
mill deal is to amount to anything, defi- 
nite information will soon be secured. 

John Garwood, of Bushville, who is 
engaged in the milling business, and who 
had had a suit of long standing against 
the New York Central railroad for inter- 
ference with the water rights of Tona- 
wanda creek, has settled for $2,700 and 
costs. The case had been carried to the 
court of appeals, where the verdict was 
favorable to the plaintiff, but did not fix 
the amount of damages. A sheriff’s jury 
was summoned to do this, but before it 
got to work the settlement was made. 

John Chase and Henry D. Stone, the 
well-known millers, were in New York 
city the past week. _

Of this 
number there are not less than 130 roller 
mills of a daily capacity of 75 bbls and 
upward, representing a total capacity of 
over 20,000 bbls daily and having an in- 
vestment in plant and working capital | be 
at a very low estimate of not less than 

50,000. No single one of these mills, 
* least,-can-afferd. to-lose the benefits 
which this- association can give for a 
paltry $10, or ten times that sum. 

In these days of exhausting competi- 
tion, when profits disappear and the 
question is not how mu ah do you make, 
but how little do you lose, it behooves 
every man to take advantage of eve: 
—s chance that is legitimately of- 
ered to fortify his position and secure, 
if possible, as good or better footing than 
his competitor. 
this or any other association, however 
small, and no matter what the business, 
have ‘advantages which their neighbors 
who stay out do not, is no longer ques- 
tioned. Nobody appreciates this fact 
more than the men who have interested 
themselves in association work for years, 
and hobody more fully understands the 
greater advantages which might be at- 
tained by a larger organization and more 
united effort than they.

Other indus- 
tries, with not half the interests at stake 
that we have, are moving in these mat- 
ters with very satisfactory results.

To remove the last shadow of cause 
for complaint,-that the association is 
anything but what its name implies, a 
a state-wide organization, not run in the 
interests of a class or section, our old 
officers who have served us so long, so 
unselfishly, and so well, by their own re- 
quest retired and gave way to an entire 
new set of men, from widely separated 
localities and represénting every phase 
of the milling induétry, from the 100-bb]

The Hungarian Mills in 1889. 


The past year was one of the greatest 
difficulty for the milling industry, says 
Mueller-Zeitung, of Vienna, in a late 
article dealing with the mills of Hunga- 
ry. The retrograding tendency of wheat 
and flour prices, which continued with- 
out interruption during the first six 
months of the year, made the loss heavy 
to those mills which held large unsold 
stores, especially as while wheat contin- 
ually declined the decline in flour pre- 
ceded it so thata fair profit on the latter 
could not be secured. _ At the beginning 
of the second half year the unfavorable 
outlook for the wheat crop brought on a 
rapid rise in prices, but this resulted in 
profit only to the few mills which had 
unsold stores of flour to dispose of. 

The fact, remarks Pester-Lloyd, that 
the condition of the Hungarian wheat 
crop first began to appear bad just before 
cutting time, while at the same period 
exceedingly favorable reports were re- 
ceived regarding the crops in France and 
England and the storesof the old crop 
remaining in Hungary were large, made 
it appear probable that there would be 
no difficulty in getting grain enough for 
the transition from the old crop to the 
new, so that only afew mills —— 
themselves with large supplies. e 
poor result of tMe harvest gave a basis 
for a strong bull movement in prices at 
the beginning of the crop year, but this 
movement was made more excessive by 
the precipitate buying of the mills. 

The flour export to Great Britain was 
at a standstill for a number of weeks or 
was only carried on at ruinous prices, 
and the disproportion between wheat and 
flour values—heightened by decline of 
exchange and the rise in ocean freights— 
continued so steadily that the mills were 
forced to reduce their output, which they 
_— to do for a period of eight months.

the low grinding mills in the home trade

The London Agricultural Gazette says 
in a late issue: “The millers of London 
have for their grists the wheats of the 
whole world, and they necessarily pos- 
sess machinery which is capable of tak- 
ing out all the flour there may be pres- 
ent in wheats of all sizes, colors and na- 
tures, and yet they are not happy, be- 
cause up to a certain point (that of Lon- 
don ‘households’ flour) Uncle Sam can 
beat them at value formoney. Not only 
so, but the American millers can beat us 
both above and below that point; in 
fact, can beat the whole world at selling 
flour, as they are doing, only that the 
American people eat the best and sell the 
rest, whereas some other exporting coun- 
tries, pera mag for example, do 
just the other thing. The United States 
was for years our chief supply for wheat, 
but Russia of late has occupied that po- 
sition and may do so for years to come. 
India, too, and other minor sources of 
supply are, by the abstention of Amer- 
ica, enabled and encouraged to send us 
more wheat, because they are better able 
to send wheat at low rates than they are 
to send flour at any price. America, 
however, has probably had her day as a 
none gage | country—it has come 
sooner, even, than many of the most 
foreboding among us feared—and com- 
menced the second stage of her flour-ex- 
porting era, which may considerably al- 


ter the milling industry as it now exists 
in Europe. uring the first the 
windmills of old land fell into desue- 


tude, and what will happen before the 
close of the second remains to be seen. 
So far as London is concerned, Ameri- 
can red wheats are now seldom seen on 
the stands at Mark Lane, the quantities 
received being nearly all in parcels pur- 
chased by the town millers and sent di-

THE JUTE QUESTION. 





A meeting of tke millers of Milwau- 
kee, Wis., was held at the chamber of 
commerce, Jan. 20, and the following 
preamble and resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

Whereas, Section 28 of the customs 
administration bill, introduced in the 

ouse of representatives Dec. 16, 1889, 
provides: 

1. That drawback shall not be allowed 
on articles unless the cost of manufact- 
ure of the export article shall be equal 
to 25 per centum or more of the value 
of the imported material, of which such 
article is composed. 

2. That drawback shall only be allowed 
on ‘articles manufactured from imported 
crude material. 

3. That drawback ‘claims must be 
made in the name of the actual shippers 
or owners of the g 

4. That a landing certificate, signed 
by the consignees, master and mate of 
the export vessel and by the United 
States consul at the port of landing 
must be procured to cover each separate 
consignment, the drawback in no case 
to be paid until this landing certificate 
is furnished the collector of customs at 
the port of export; and 

Whereas, 1. The cost of manufacture 
of jute bags used by flour exporters is 
not 25 per centum more than the valae 
of the-imported material from which 
they are made; 

2. That burlaps (jute cloth) is not con- 
sidered a crude material, and as Scotch 
manufacturers practically control its 
production; 

3. That each miller or flour exporter 
would be obliged to make his individual 
claims for all rebates, making it impossi- 
ble to collect the same through the man- 
ufacturers from whom he purchases his 
bags, thus greatly increasing the cost of 
collection of these drawbacks; 

4, That in view of short shipments and 
split consignments, as well as other evi- 
dent reasons, it would be practically im- 
possible to procure a properly executed 
landing certificate from abroad covering 
each shipment of bags exported with 
flour; and 

Whereas, The passage of such a bill 
would greatly add to the hardship which 
exporters of flour have been made to suf- 
fer in the past, and would work serious 
injury to the export flour trade of our 
country, a trade which is important, not 
only to the miller, but also to the agri- 
cultural and labor interests of the Unit- 
ed States, therefore be it

passage of the bill known as H. R. 4, in- 
troduced in the house of representatives 
by Wm.

IOWA MILLERS. 





The sixteenth annual meeting of The 
Iowa Millers’ Association was held Jan. 
15 in the office of the Mill Owners Mutu- 
al Fire Insurance Co., at Des Moines. 
The attendance was rather light owing 
largely to the fact that considerable 
snow has fallen and some of the rail 
roads were blockaded. 

President Consigny called the meeting 
to order and after a few remarks asked 
that the call for this meeting be read 
as it would give a good idea of the ob- 
jects of the association, such as dis- 
cussing the best modes of raising the 
best varieties of wheat, organizing for 
mutual protection and improvement, etc. 

Several of the millers discussed the 
matter of. inducing our farmers to re- 
sume the raising of wheat in sufficient 
quantities at least for their own flour. 
Mr. Mitchell of Guthrie county stated 
that he bought a car of fine winter wheat 
to give out to the farmers for seed and 
that he had circulated several copies of 
the wheat edition of the News, but, 
owing to the attack made upon our mill- 
ers by ohe of our state dailies, together 
with his county paper, he was unable to 
get the farmers to take hold of it very 
generally and was compelled to grind 
most of the wheat. He was however in- 
formed by those who did plant it that 
the outlook for a good crop was very flat- 
tering. Mr. Wessel of Benton county 
related a similar experience but in many 
other cases the farmers took hold more 
generally and are as desirous as the mill- 
ers of having good wheat, for it brings 
from 10 to 20c per bu more when they 
come to sell, and good wheat and 
good yields always go together. Next 
year much more wheat wil! be put in of 
varieties brought from other states, 
which will greatly improve our grades 
and a brighter day is dawning for the 
Iowa millers. 

A committee of three was appointed 
to get up a og to send out to our 
farmers to induce them to try other va- 
rieties of wheat, suggesting proper ferti- 
lizers, etc, and to have same published 
in the daily and weekly papers.

the malicious attack of the editor = 


Manitoba Wheat Prices. 


were ged on the recent purchases of 
Manitoba wheat at exorbitant prices by 
Canadian millers, the Winnipeg Commer- 
cial says that much dissatisfaction is felt 
by farmers because they have already 
sold their wheat and can not secure the 
benefit of the great advance. The Com- 
mercial is of the opinion that the fact of 
such high prices having been paid late 
in the season will operate to the disad- 
vantage of Manitoba farmers next year, 
as they will be inclined, without weigh- 
ing the circumstances, to hold their 
wheat for a similar advance. The jour- 
nal named points out the fact that the 
recent purchases of wheat were at 15c 
above their intrinsic value, as compared 
with values in outside markets and says: 
“In the present unsatisfactory condition 
of the flour markets, the outlook for mill- 
ers who have paid these fancy prices is 
not reassuring. Minneapolis millers, 
who have bought their wheat relatively 
cheaper than Manitoba millers, claim 
that wheat is too high in comparison 
with the price of flour, and they are re- 
ported to be closing down their mills for 
a rise in price. If this is the case for 
Minneapolis, what must it be for Mani- 
toba millers? The high prices paid here 
for wheat will probably curtail shipments 
of Manitoba flour to Pacific coast points, 
as well as render competition in eastern 





flour, rather unsatisfactory. 

“In consequence of the high prices 
paid for wheat, millers are feeling a little 
nervous as to the outlook for the disposal 
of their flour at profitable prices. Flour 
prices in eastern Canada are now claimed 
to be considerably below a parity with 
wheat, but the millers dare not advance 
prices, for if they do in will rush flour 
from the United States. Even at pres- 
ent prices a good deal of flour is coming 
in from the United Statés. On a basis 
of freight rates, Minneapolis millers have 
bought their wheat from 12c¢ to 15c per 
buower than millers in Manitoba have 
been paying for the past month or so, 
This means that they can manufacture 
a barrel of flour from 54 to 674¢c cheap- 
er than Manitoba millers, other things 
being equal. But other things are not 
equal, and the balance of advantages is 
in favor of Minneapolis millers. The 
outlook is therefore not very encourag- 
ing for Manitoba millers, but as they 
took the responsibility of paying abnor- 
mally high prices for wheat, they may 
know some way of disposing of their 
flour at a profit which has not yet been 
made apparent tooutsiders. There isno 
further change to note in local flour 
prices. Trade is dull and quotations are 
as follows per 100 Ibs to the local trade: 
Patents, $2.70; strong bakers,’ $2.45; sec- 
ond bakers’, $2; XX XX, $1.50; su rfine, 
$1.25; graham flour, $2.45; iniddlings 
$2.70 per 100 Ibs.” 

In this connection we note that a 
member of the Winnipeg grain exchange 
estimates that there are 1,700,000 bus of 
wheat in elevators in Fort William and 
the country west. His opinion is that 
the quantity of wheat in farmers’ hands 
is considerably in excess of that gener- 
ally supposed, and that about 1,000,000 
bus yet remain to be delivered. This 
however, is an opinion not likely to be 
shared by many. The Sun of Winnipeg 
reports the Ogilvie and Lake of the 
Woods Milling . a8 now engaged in a 
spirited contest for what wheat still re- 
mains in Manitoba, the bidding running 
lately from 84c to 90c at provincial 
points. pete ig | to the Sun, dealers 
who are buying for export have been 
frozen out of thy the market by this bullish 
buying of the milling companies.

Our market opened fairly active Mon- 
day but fell off the next day, improving 
again with the close of the w though 
the entire trading for the six days was 
only moderate. e best qualities were 
for three days scant in offerings hence 
were held firm, but enlarged receipts 
soon stocked up all our dealers and the 
demand was more than supplied. Hold- 
ers, however, remained firm in their prices, 
maintaining that values were low enough 
considering the present price of wheat. 
Demand from foreign points improved 
toward the close of the week, but the 
majority of the tenders were far below 
thé views of our millers, hence only a 
few were booked. Southern trade was 
quiet. Local demand was mainly from 
mixers and for the lower grades. Ship- 
ments were 61,751 bbls—3,000 bbls larger 
than last week. Millstuff was lower, 
with a good demand prevailing from 
southern t spores The flour market closed 
quiet and steady with the report that 
several round lots were disposed of at 
present prices. 

Our mills were generally active but not 
running heavily. The latter part of the 
week saw all but one of them running, 
but the majority. only half time or half 
mill. It is hardly probable that a fur- 
ther increase in the output will occur 
next week unless wheat values improve. 
At the close of the week prices were de- 
clining, which means the withdrawal of 
flour buyers pending the adjustment of 
flour prices to those of wheat. Under 
these circumstances millers do not look 
for much trade, and the hopes of a fair 
demand which seemed imminent a few 
days ago have for the present disappeared. 
The output for the week, which was 
68,850 bbls, is just the amount of the 
shipments, leaving stocks about the same 
as last week. The output was distrib- 
uted as follows:

Millers have-reduced their 
production, partly to admit of making 
necessary repairs or improvements, and 
partly on account of the difficulty of ef- 
fecting sales at recently current values. 
They have taken the opportunity to pre- 
pare their mills for the prospective 
spring movement, which promises to be 
on a more liberal scale, stocks every where 
being moderate. Reputed sales do not 
exceed 5,000 packages, chiefly patents, 
which seem to be the only grade at pres- 
ent wanted, while other grades are life- 
less. A slight reduction in ocean 
freights and a corresponding increase of 
room has started millers to shipping on 
owners’ account, and considerable room 
has been taken by them. Patents sell at 
$4.50@4.70 for choice spring wheat 


—__—.| brands from hard wheat, and the No. 3 


wheat product at $4@4.20—the former 
in barrels and the latter in sacks. Clears 
are very dull, and range at $2.75@3 for 
choice bakers’ and $2.50@2.75 for the 
lower grades.

OUR DUST COLLECTOR. 


The North. Dakota legislature has 
pened a bill prohibiting trusts or com- 

inations among elevator men and deal- 
ers in grain. 

The German steamer Savonia,. with 
$60,000 worth of corn in its cargo, was 
abandoned at sea in a sinking condition 
on Jan. 13. 

The secretary of the San Francisco 
board of trade confirms the reports of a 
reduction in the wheat acreage in Cali- 
fornia on account of recent rains. 

The mill of A. D. Sprague located near 
Caledonia, Minn., was burned Jan. 23, to- 
gether with the warehouse. Loss, $10,- 
0930, without insurance. The miller thinks 
the fire s‘arted in the dust room from the 
chimney. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
Washington legislature which provides 
among other things that not over le per 
ton per mile thal] be charged on any 
grain or flour transported over railroads 
in the state of Washington. 

At Glen Williams, Ont., Jan. 18, the 
roller mill owned and operated by Jos. 
Williams was burned. The mill had been 
locked up for the week a few hours previ- 
ous to the fire. The insurance on the 
building is $5,000; on stock, $1,000. The 
loss is estimated at $8,000. 

A telegram from Hallowell, Kan., says 
that the boiler in the mill there exploded 
Jan. 23, mortally wounding Albert 
Earls, the owner, and Maybury the en- 
gineer. Newberry the firemen was badly 
hurt. The mill was demolished. The 
cause of the explosion is thought to be 
the poor condition of the boiler which 
was an old one. 

The senate committee has unanimous- 
ly recommended for passage -the con-

In fact we know that 
the present ong «Bagong of low grade 
flour in this city today are owing to farm- 
ers in the country districts subsisting 
latgely on potatoes.~ The consumption 
of potatoes in the city is also consider- 
able. Grocers who laid in large stocks 
in the fall, which they expec to last 
for another month at least, are already 
on the market again for frésh supplies. 

M. De Puy, president of the canal 
and harbor protection union of New 
York, charges through the Commercial 
Bulletin that port charges are six times 
more in New York and Brooklyn than 
in Baltimore and Philadelphia, simp'y 
because road magnates control the New 
York chamber of commerce and the 
produce and maritime exchanges. He 
says further: “A prominent member of 
all the organizations referred to has act- 
ually appealed to the United States su- 

reme court to let him continue collect- 
ing $18 per 1,000 bus for transferring 
grain from canal boats to ships, though 
the Commercial Bulletin has shown (in

The Northwestern Bbl. Co. has been 
having its boilers overhauled and has 
not been running the past week. The 
stopping of the Palisade-mill for repairs 
has temporarily reduced the business of 
this shop. 

The boys in the hoop room of the one- 
stave shop for a while were allowed to 
do a given amount of work per day, and 
thus were enabled to get off quite early 
in the-afternoon.- It was foun 
that some of them were prone to be dis- 
honest in the matter, sedreting part. of 
the hoops assigned them to wire and 
nail, and they have been put back on day 
work again. The discharge of those dis- 
covered to be engaged in hiding the 
hoops at one time seemed likely to cause 
astrike, but the summary action of Su- 
perintendent Colby prevented it. 

The membership of the coopers’ 
union is said to have reached 200, and 
strong efforts are being made to get the 
rest of the craft into the. fold.:.That 
tha roll will increase very much more 
seems hardly probable. ré large part of 
the coopers are yet to be convinced of 
such an organization being able: to do 
them any special good aaa this is par- 
ticularly true of the men working in the 
boss shops. The latter class assert that 
they will take no part in any movement 
to get up wages or the price of barrels|T 
until the ec >Sperative men show their 
good faith by taking the initiation in un 
aggressive move for such an object.
